Nov.  Crime  in  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council 
Discussed  at  Safety  Meeting  Election  Results 


Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  Elects  New  President 


//T  ast  month  was  kind  of  a  quiet  month,  thank 
JLi  goodness,"  announced  Boston  Police 

patrolman  Frank  Walsh  about  Chinatown- 
area  crime  at  the  Dec.  5  Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  Meeting  at  the  Double  Tree  Hotel 
Conference  Room. 

Walsh  opened  the  monthly  meeting  with  a 
crime  update  for  Area  A-l,  which  includes 
Chinatown.  "Although  (Part  1)  crime  went  up  in 
November  compared  to  last  November...  crime  has 
been  down  the  last  few  years,"  he  said. 

According  to  police  statistics  that  compare 
Part  1,  or  violent,  crimes  in  Nov.  2000  with  Part  1 
crimes  in  2001,  last  month  saw  an  increase  of  six 
more  crimes  than  last  year's  two  Part  1  crimes. 
Those  Nov.  2001  crimes  included  three  assaults, 
four  break-ins  and  one  unarmed  robbery. 

A  lot  of  the  break-ins,  according  to  Walsh, 
are  carried  out  by  "drug  people"  who  are  "looking 
for  something  to  sell." 

As  for  the  late  night  and  early  morning 
robberies  that  took  place  a  few  months  ago  in 
Chinatown,  Walsh  said  no  one  has  been  caught. 

But  Chinatown  could  get  some  help  in 
preventing  crime  and  catching  criminals.  Bill  Moy, 
a  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  Chairman, 
said  that  more  police  presence  will  be  in  the  area, 
mostly  from  the  Anti-Gang  Task  Force  and  Drug 
Unit. 

In  other  news,  Jadine  Soo  Hoo  from  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services,  said  that 
Dino's  nightclub  may  try  to  apply  for  a  zoning 
change  that  would  allow  for  it  to  reopen  after 
being  shut  down  over  the  summer.  Dino's,  which 
was  closed  because  of  a  zoning  violation,  has  been 
accused  of  attracting  prostitution,  drug  sellers  and 
a  rough  crowd  to  the  area  late  at  night. 

Soo  Hoo  also  discussed  that  investigators 
are  looking  into  a  massage  parlor  named  "Gold 
Fingers"  that  has  raised  suspicions  in  Chinatown.

$1.7  Million  of  Tax  Money  to 
go  to  Job  Skills  Training 

A  total  of  $1.7  million  in  Neighborhood  Jobs 

Trust  funds  will  help  run  18  community-based 
job  training  programs,  including  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association's  "Computerized 
Office  Skills  Training  Program."  (Chau-ming  Lee, 
the  AACA's  executive  director  is  on  the  far  right  of 
the  bottom  photo.)  Mayor  Menino  announced  the 
City's  investment  in  the  job-training  programs  late 
last  month. 


The  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council 

elected  seven  members  in  its  Nov.  25  elec¬ 
tion.  The  newly  elected  members  are 
Shirley  Lee,  Midge  Eng,  and  Ken  Bennett,  who 
now  partly  represent  the  council's  resident  cate¬ 
gory;  Kai  Lau  and  Felix  Lui  who  now  partly 
represent  the  council's  "other"  category;  Cindy 
Yan,  who  now  partly  represents  the  council's 
business  category,  and  Jerry  Chu  who  now 
partly  represents  the  council's  "agency"  catego¬ 
ry.  The  council  has  21  members  and  seven  are 
elected  every  three  years.  A  total  of  511  people 
voted  in  the  election.  Neighborhood  Council 
meetings  are  on  the  third  Monday  of  the 
month,  except  when  that  Monday  is  a  holiday. 
At  least  11  members  must  attend  each  meeting 
and  any  member  who  misses  three  consecutive 
meetings  will  be  subject  to  lose  their  position 
on  the  council.

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Kowloon  Awarded 

William  and  Madeline  Wong  owners  of  the  Kowloon 
restaurant  were  inducted  into  the  National 
Restaurant's  Hall  of  Fame,  late  last  month.  The 
Kowloon,  in  Saugus,  has  been  in  business  for  51  years. 


Dick  Wong  was  elected  to  be  the  new  president  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  on  Dec.  4.  Wong  won  the 
election  by  one  vote  and  will  now  help  run  the  Chinatown  non¬ 
profit  organization,  which  claims  that  it  represents  more  than  50  busi¬ 
nesses  and  houses  day  and  evening  educational  programs. 

Originally  from  China,  Wong  arrived  to  the  United  States  in 
1970  and  attended  Northeastern  University. 

"I  came  here  as  a  student  and 
worked  in  a  restaurant.  Later,  I 
worked  in  property  management," 
said  Wong  when  interviewed  by 
Sampan  last  week  at  the  CCBA. 

"I  think  I'm  very  qualified  (to 
be  the  new  president).  I'm  a  man  of 
energy.  If  you  have  energy,  you  can 
do  anything." 

When  asked  why  he  decided 
to  run,  Wong  said  he  had  been 
involved  in  the  CCBA  for  about  four 
years,  adding  "I  see  a  lot  of  things  that 
need  to  be  improved.  I  put  my  heart 
into  the  association." 

He  said  he  wants  to  improve 
the  CCBA's  public  relations  and  to 
help  the  association  raise  funds. 

"I  want  to  visit  them  (those  in  the  community  and  city  politics). 
I  want  to  do  outreach.  I'm  not  the  type  of  person  to  sit  at  a  desk.  I  go 
out  and  meet  people." 

"Housing  is  most  important,"  said  Wong  about  his  goals  for 
the  CCBA.  "We  need  affordable  housing  in  Chinatown...  we  will  orga¬ 
nize  fundraising  for  (that)." 

He  said  he  also  wants  to  increase  the  number  of  educational 
programs  offered  there. 

When  asked  if  he  would  mind  the  switch  to  working  for  a  non¬ 
profit  organization,  he  replied,  "I  love  it.  I  love  it."

John  T.  Lu  Appointed  as

John  T.  Lu's  oath  of  office  to  become  an  Associate  Justice  at  the 
Boston  Municipal  Court  was  Dec.  11  at  the  Chinatown  YMCA.  His 
work  will  serve  civil  and  criminal  cases  in  the  downtown  Boston 
court.  Before  his  appointment,  Lu  was  an  attorney  in  Lowell.  In  that 
position,  he  tried  many  cases  to  a  jury,  including  many  Superior  Court 
felonies  and  two  double  murder  cases.  He  has  also  conducted  numer¬ 
ous  evidentiary  hearings,  and  accepted  murder  and  federal  district 
court  appointments.  His  community  service  includes  being  the  First 
Vice  President  of  the  George  Lewis  Ruffin  Society  and  a  member  of 
the  Racial  and  Ethnic  Access  Advisory  Board  at  the  Massachusetts 
Trial  Court.Lu  attended  Boston  University  and  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  Lu  is  a  first  generation  Chinese  American.

Boston's  Hidden  Treasures:  Asian  Immigrant  Artists

Boston  has  long  been  described 
as  one  of  the  most  cultural  cities  in  the 
United  States.  The  city  prides  itself  on  its 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Boston  Ballet 
and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  But, 
Boston  is  also  home  to  many  immigrant 
artists,  who  in  their  home  countries  have 
been  highly  appreciated  and  supported, 
but  here  are  virtually  unknown  in  the 
popular  art  arena. 

Here,  you  will  meet  six  of  these 
artists,  all  from  Taiwan  and  China,  and  all 
trying  spread  their  art  to  an  American 
audience. 

Ping  Li 

Dulcimer  player  Ping  Li  had  a  bit 
of  difficulty  in  her  move  from  China  to 
America.  For  20  years  she  was  the  chair¬ 
woman  of  the  dulcimer  section  of  the 
Beijing  Central  Folk  Music  Group.  In  that 
position,  Li  visited  and  performed  in 
more  than  20  countries  and  was  praised 
by  many  well-known  musicians  in  her 
country. 

Her  life  changed  shortly  after  she

was  first  invited  to  Boston  by  tbe  Metro 

Boston  Chinese  Culture  Arts  Association 
in  early  1999.  No  sooner  than  when  she 
arrived  in  Boston  she  was  attracted  to  the 
city.  She  said  she  liked  the  intense  aura  of 
arts  and  culture,  and  decided  to  stay  here 
to  pursue  her  music  career. 

But  since  the  move,  it  has  been 
"such  a  tough  road"  for  her  music  career, 
she  said.  In  China,  all  performance  sched¬ 
ules  and  locations  were  arranged  by 
national  agents,  leaving  performers  only 
to  concentrate  on  their  music.  That's  not 
so  here.  Also,  folk  music,  an  essential  of 
Chinese  culture,  is  highly  valued  by  the 
Chinese  Government.  Unlike  in  America, 
the  government  in  China  devotes  much 
money  to  cultivate  such  musical  talents 
like  Li. 

Making  things  even  more  diffi¬ 
cult  is  that  the  in  the  United  States,  pop 
artists  are  the  big  sellers.  Traditional 
Chinese  music  is  a  hard  sell  here.  Li  can't 
find  the  performance  opportunities  that 
she  had  in  China,  and  that's  something 
she  has  had  to  get  used  to. 

So,  when  her  performances  get 
noticed  and  appreciated  by  Americans,  Li 
feels  a  real  sense  of  accomplishment.  In 
this  context,  even  small  showe  mean  a  lot. 
For  example,  last  year,  she  played  at 
Bentley  College  in  front  of  600  people. 

This  may  not  be  comparable  to  a  show  in 
Beijing,  but  it's  still  a  solid  audience. 

And  she  is  also  taking  steps  to 
establish  herself  artistically  in  Boston.  In 
2000,  Li  joined  with  Zhu  Rong,  a  screen¬ 
writer,  to  create  the  Hua  Yu  Music  School 
in  Chinatown. 


interested  in  playing  the  dulcimer  to 
receive  a  formal  education  in  it,"  said  Li. 

Li  teaches  in  the  school  with  other 
Chinese  folk  musicians.  The  students  take 
exams  and  will  receive  a  certificate  when 
they  complete  the  schooling. 

Li,  though  acknowledging  the 
road  she's  taking  is  a  tough  one,  said 
she's  excited  to  be  close  to  music  lovers 
and  to  teach  the  Chinese  culture  to  such 
"advanced"  country. 

Jun  Qin 

Ancient  Chinese  zither  player  Jun  Qin 
is  also  exposing  traditional  Chinese  music 
to  Americans.  For  those  unfamiliar  with 
the  instrument,  the  zither  is  a  folk  instru¬ 
ment  that  originated  in  China  and  became 
popular  during  the  Qin  Dynasty  and 
reached  its  high  during  the  Tang  Dynasty. 
After  being  modified  by  generations  of 
instrument  producers,  the  Zither  became 
more  delicate  and  won  a  nickname  as  the 
"ancient  Chinese  piano." 

Qin  also  enjoyed  much  appreciation 
in  China.  When  she  was  a  child  she  start¬ 
ed  learning  to  play  the  zither  under  the 
well-known  artist  Ke  Lee.  After  she  grad¬ 
uated  from  college  in  1988,  she  performed 
for  the  Er  Mei  film  company  as  the  solo 
zither  player.  She  also  performed  her 
music  throughout  China  and  was  invited 
to  perform  in  France  and  Switzerland 


Jun  Qin 


In  1997,  she  was  invited  to  the  United 
States  by  the  Chinese  performance  insti¬ 
tute  of  New  York.  Shortly  after  she  decid¬ 
ed  to  move  to  the  U.S. 

For  the  three  years  after  her 
move,  Qin  performed  and  taught  the 
zither  in  New  York.  Quickly,  her  out¬ 
standing  performances  led  to  bigger 
opportunities.  She  was  invited  to  perform 
for  the  Lincoln  Performance  Center,  the 
Julia  Music  School,  the  Columbia 
Broadcast  Company  and  for  National 
Public  Radio. 

In  2000,  she  was  invited  by  a 
local  Chinese  folk  music  institute  to  per¬ 
form  in  Boston.  She  thought  the  citv  had  a 
"humanitarian"  feel  to  it,  and  decided  to 
stay.  She  now  teaches  music  in 
Chinatown. 

"Boston  is  different  from  fast- 
paced  New  York,"  said  Qin.  "(Even 
though  New  York)  offers  more  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  perform.  Boston's  surroundings  are 
yet  more  simple  and  natural." 

*1  like  the  simple  environment  (that  I 
find  here  in  Dosiun;,  where  everyone 
respects  each  other's  privacy.  I  myself  am 
not  good  at  socializing  5nd  always  enjoy 
my  own  simple  life,  so  living  here  makes 
me  feel  comfortable  and  happy." 

Does  sire  feel  lonely  to  live 
abroad  alone? 

"Music  fulfills  my  life.  Whenever 
I  feel  depressed,  I  play  orte  or  two  songs 
and  I  will  soon  feel  relived.  This  may  be 


Win  Qing  Zhao 

If  you  ever  stroll  down  Newbury 
Street,  you  too  might  meet  the  Chinese 
calligrapher  Win  Qing  Zhao,  as  this 
reporter  recently  did.  Surrounded  by 
onlookers,  Zhao  draws  English  calligra¬ 
phy  and  sells  it  to  passersby.  Chinese 
Calligraphers  take  advantage  of  the 
square  features  of  Chinese  characters  and 
add  nature  scenes  to  the  writing.  These 
works  therefore  look  like  a  group  of 
words  from  a  distance,  but  a  closer  look 
reveals  pictures  of  mountains  and  rivers. 

To  sell  his  works  here,  Zhao  uses 
his  skills  to  write  English  names  instead 
of  Chinese  Characters. 

In  China,  Zhao  was  a  famous  cal¬ 
ligrapher. 

"The  works  I  did  on  the  Newbury  Street 
are  just  to  make  a  living,"  said  Zhao. 

Zhao's  works  gained  great  praise 
when  held  his  first  exhibition  in  New 
York  City  in  July. 

Zhao  was  born  in  Xinhuai, 
Guanzho,  China,  and  started  to  study 
painting  as  a  child.  Zhao  moved  to  the 
U.S.  in  the  late  1990s,  after  being  invited 
by  an  art  gallery  to  New  York  to  exhibit 
his  work. 

When  asked  why 
he  chose  to  finally 
settle  in  Boston,  he 
answered,  "Boston 
is  full  of  a  human¬ 
itarian  atmosphere 
and  her  simple 
environment  is 
good  for  inspira¬ 
tion." 

As  for  why  he 
gave  up  his  established  life  in  China,  he 
said,  "It  is  not  easy  to  go  abroad  from 
China.  Given  my  being  here,  I  hope  to 
stay  here  and  convey  my  own  art  works 
to  the  American  society.  Though  I  was  a 
respected  artist  in  China,  here  I  have  to 
start  over  to  strive  for  opportunities  and 
to  show  my  art.  Yet,  when  I  see  people 
appreciating  my  work,  1  feel  very  fulfilled. 
The  language  barrier  is  my  current  prob- 
‘r»m. 

Ze  Jie  Zheng 


Seal  carving  artist  Ze  Jie  Zheng 
just  arrived  to  the  U.S.  in  October. 

Zheng  was  famous  in  China  for 
his  works,  which  had  been  included  in 
Chinese  folk  culture  exhibitions  in  Beijing 
and  exhibited  in  the  Chinese  History 
Museum  in  Beijing.  He  won  awards  in  the

National  Juvenile  Calligraphy  competition 
and  the  Chinese  Calligrapher  invitation. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  Guandong 
Province  Calligrapher  Association,  the 
assistant  editor  of  the  Zhu  Hai 
Calligraphy  Papers,  the  assistant  secretary 
of  Zhu  Hai  Seal  Carving  Club,  and  the 
editor  of  Zhu  Hai  Seal  Carving. 


to  stay  here  and  break  new  paths  with  my 
art,"  said  Zheng.  (Look  for  his  works  and 
Zhoa's  coming  early  next  year  to  the 
Chinese  Cultural  Center  in  Chinatown.) 

Wei  Wei  Lee 

Chinese  painter  Wei  Wei  Lee, 
who  is  from  T aiwan,  learned  Chinese 
painting  under  the  well-known  mountain 
and  streams  painter  Nian  Zu  Hu,  and 
flower  and  bird  painting  under  the  artist 
Lei  Sheng  Huang.  She  came  to  Boston 
with  her  husband  in  1989. 

For  her,  a  move  to  America  meant  artistic 
growth. 

"1  like  to  travel  and  make  new 
friends.  A  painter  especially  should  see 
the  world  in  order  to  spur  their  inspira¬ 
tion,"  said  Lee.  Her  work  has  changed 
since  coming  to  the  states.  She  now  uses 
her  Chinese  painting  style  to  paint  the 
American  landscapes.  She  said  that  her 
works  are  gaining  praise  from  the 
American  mainstream.  Shortly  after  her 
arrival,  Ms.  Lee  and  two  other  artists  of 
the  Los  Angles  Painting  Club  held  a  trio 
joint  exhibition  in  the  Chinese  Cultural 
Center  in  Chinatown,  Boston,  and  she  has 
exhibited  her  art  in  many  U.S.  cities. 


Bei  Ling 

The  Chinese  poet  Bei  Ling  moved  to 
the  U.S.  for  a  very  different  reason  than 
the  other  artists  mentioned  here.  Bei  Ling 
is  in  exile.  Bei  Ling  (he  goes  by  this  com¬ 
plete  name.  Ling  is  not  his  family  name) 
graduated  from  Department  of  Economic 
in  the  Beijing  Finance  Trade  College  (the 
predecessor  of  today's  Capital  Economics 
University).  Because  of  his  strong  interest 

in  literature,  he  had  been  in  the  under¬ 
ground  literature  scene  in  China,  writing 
for  the  past  few  years.  In  1989,  Bei  Ling 
was  invited  by  the  American  Overseas 
Chinese  Daily  News  to  New  York  on  a 
short  interview  trip.  At  the  time,  the 
Tiananmen  Square  student  uprising  broke 
out  in  China.  In  order  to  protect  the 
Chinese  in  the  United  States  from  political 
persecution,  the  American  government 
issued  those  Chinese  permanent  residen¬ 
tial  status.  Bei  Ling  there¬ 
fore  was  able  to  freely  write 
literature  here. 

Since  his  move,  he's 
been  known  in  literary  cir¬ 
cles  in  the  U.S.  Bei  Ling  was 
invited  as  a  writer  to  Brown 
University  in  Rhode  Island, 
and  in  1993,  he  started  the 
Tendency  Literature  and  Human 
Magazine,  which  aims  to  introduce  west¬ 
ern  literature  to  the  Chinese.  He  was 
hired  to  teach  Chinese  in  Harvard 
University's  East  Asia  Department. 

In  2000  he  returned  to  China  and 
published  his  Tendency  magazine  there. 
That  didn't  last  long.  He  was  sentenced  to 
prison  for  a  half  year  because  he  violated 
a  Chinese  ban  on  private  publications.  He 
was  released  after  the  U.S.  State 
Department  negotiated  with  the  Chinese 
government. 

'  His  move  back  to  the  U.S.  has 
had  pluses  and  minuses. 

"  Indeed,  language  is  a  great  barrier  here.  1 
can  not  communicate  directly  with  the 
western  scholars.  Unfortunately,  the  cur¬ 
rent  Chinese  literature  environment  is  not 
free  enough  under  the  strict  censorship  of

the  Chinese  totalitarian  government/'  he  said. 

Despite  the  language  barrier,  the  United  States  respects  and  encourages  individual 
creation,  while  Chinese  literature  is  to  serve  as  a  tool  to  prevail  the  concept  of  Socialism  and 
to  convey  the  government's  political  ideology,  he  said.  Bei  Ling's  works  have  been  translated 
into  English  to  serve  English  speaking  readers.  He  said  that  is  what  he  can  contribute  to 
enrich  Americans.  He  also  said  that  Boston,  because  there  are  some  many  talented  artists  and 
writers,  is  also  good  for  his  literature  career. 

ABE  Money  Restored 

On  Wednesday  Governor  Jane  Swift  signed  a  supplemental  budget  that  included  $125  million  for 
Adult  Basic  Education.  The  proposed  budget  submitted  in  Nov.  cut  $13  million  from  ABE. 
Students,  teachers  and  other  ABE  supports  organized  and  campaigned  to  get  the  money  back.  In 
Chinatown,  teachers  and  students  of  the  ABE  programs  there  were  particularly  active.

Two  Chinatown  groups,  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association 
and  the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese  School,  still 
disagree  over 


loans  made  in  the 
1980s,  despite  a 
recent  court  ruling 
in  the  latter's 
favor. 

On  Nov. 

27,  the  Appeals 
Court  for  the 

Commonwealth  at  Boston  affirmed  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  Justice  Margaret  Hinkle's 
May  2000  ruling  that  the  CCBA  owes  the 
KKCS  $379,379. 

The  CCBA  has  about  a  month  from 
the  ruling  to  either  pay  the  money  or  to  try 
and  appeal  again. 

Here's  how  it  started.  In  1984,  the 
City  sold  the  CCBA  a  brick  building  on  90 
Tyler  St.  in  Chinatown  for  $1.  Under  the 
agreement,  the  space  was  supposed  to  be 
used  to  benefit  the  community,  and  the 
CCBA  had  to  renovate  it.  Shortly  after  the 
deal,  the  CCBA,  the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School  and  the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association  moved  in.  According  to  the 
KKCS,  the  CCBA  borrowed  about  $249,000 
from  the  school  in  the  early  1980's  to  reno¬ 
vate  the  place.  (This  amount  includes  some 
unpaid  interest.)  According  to  the  CCBA, 
that  didn't  happen.  They  claim  the  CCBA 
owned  the  KKCS  and  therefore  do  not  owe 
them  anything. 

"Right  now  we  let  them  go  (from 
being  owned  by  us),"  said  the  CCBA's 
Executive  Director  Robert  Leung,  "but  now 
they  want  money." 

He  said  the  two  organizations, 
which  were  housed  in  the  same  building  for 
about  16  years,  made  a  "father  to  son" 
exchange. 

"Everything  is  in  question.  Where  were  the 
transactions?  ...In  1982, 1983  and  1984,  the 
KKCS  was  broke.  Where  did  they  get  the 
money  (to  loan  to  the  CCBA)?" 

The  KKCS's  President  Felix  Lui,  of 
course,  disagrees.  He  said  the  KKCS,  which 
is  about  80-years  old,  became  an  indepen¬ 
dent  organization  in  1979.  He  also  said  that 
the  KKCS  was  fundraising  and  getting 
money  from  the  Taiwan  government  in  the 
1980s.  Furthermore,  he  said,  the  loans  were 
made  in  small  amounts  at  different  times  - 
"$5,000  here  and  $2,000  there."

Centerfolds  Opens,  Worrying 
Chinatown  Locals

Just  a  few  blocks  away  from  an  elementary  school,  a  few  churches,  some  apart¬ 
ments,  and  lots  of  shops  and  restaurants,  a  new  strip  club  has  opened  in 
Chinatown.  Centerfolds,  a  four-story,  400-seat,  night  club  that  claims  it  will 
entertain  business  executives  with  dancing,  naked  young  women,  got  its  entertain¬ 
ment  license  on  Dec.  7  thanks  to  Suffolk  Superior  Court  Judge  Maria  Lopez.  Lopez 
overruled  the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  and  Licensing's  decision  to  deny  the  joint 
an  entertainment  license. 

Many  Chinatown  residents  and  businesses  are  not  happy  about  the  deci¬ 
sion.  They  don't  want  to  go  back  to  the  days  when  Chinatown  had  a  reputation  as 
the  place  to  go  for  strip  shows  and  pornography  and  the  prostitution  and  crime 
that  came  with  that  scene.  They  have  been  fighting  Centerfolds  from  getting  the 
entertainment  license  and  liquor  license  it  needed  to  open  on  La  Grange  Street,  a 
small  side  street  connecting  Tremont  street  to  Washington  street  in  Chinatown. 

People  living  and  working  in  Chinatown  also  worry  about  the  alleged 
mob  connections  and  criminal  past  of  William  Deyesso  of  the  new  Centerfolds  and 
owner  of  other  clubs.  Making  locals  even  more  nervous  about  the  club  is  the  news 
that  came  four  days  after  the  Lopez's  decision:  Peter  Devito,  a  former  manager  of  a 
Centerfolds  club  in  Providence,  was  shot  and  killed  in  what  some  suspect  to  be  a 
mob  hit. 

"We're  very  concerned  about  these  people,"  said  Pastor  Thomas  Lee  of  the 
Chinese  Evangelical  Church  and  member  of  the  Lower  Washington  Street  Task 
Force,  a  group  that  has  been  trying  to  keep  the  Combat  Zone  from  reviving. 

"We've  been  fighting  this  Combat  Zone  stuff  for  a  long  time...  Essentially, 
we're  obviously  very  disappointed  (about  this  decision).  But  the  battle  is  not  lost." 

The  task  force  has  already  started  organizing  and  holding  protests  of  the 
club.  At  a  Chinatown  Safety  Committee  Meeting  last  month,  members  agreed  that 
protesting  the  club  could  be  effective  in  keeping  it  from  staying  open. 

Perhaps  the  only  long-term  solution  for  preventing  more  strip  joints  from 
opening  in  the  area  would  be  to  petition  the  Zoning  Commission.  After  all,  in  1974 
the  city  created  an  "adult  entertainment  zone"  on  a  plot  of  land  neighboring 
Chinatown  and  in  the  Midtown  Cultural  district  to  restrict  such  places  from  open¬ 
ing  anywhere  else  in  Boston.

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Depression  Project  Right  On  Schedule  At  South  Cove  Community  Health  Center

Workers  at  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center  are  worried  that 
some  of  their  patients  are  seeking 
services  for  aches  and  pains,  but  really 
aren't  suffering  from  physical  problems. 
They're  suffering  from  depression,  and 
don't  know  it.  That's  one  of  the  reasons 
why  the  center  recently  started  it's  PRO¬ 
JECT  UnBlue,  a  depression  screening  and 
treatment  service. 

"We  basically  want  to  increase 
awareness  of  depression,"  said  Simon  Lo, 
a  mental  health  clinician  and  the  project's 
coordinator,  during  a  press  update  of  the 
project  earlier  this  month.  "Most  people 
from  China  don't  see  depression  as  a  real 
illness.  Most  Chinese  who  have  depres¬ 
sion  tend  to  have  somatic  complaints." 


The  service  started  in  July  after 
Dr.  Albert  Yeung,  the  center's  medical 
director,  sampled  patients  at  the  center 
and  found  that  19%  of  them  were  suffer¬ 
ing  from  depression.  The  general  popula¬ 
tion's  depression  rate  is  6.3%. 

South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center  staff  fears  that  this  depression  goes 
untreated  because  of  the  cultural  differ¬ 
ences,  language  barriers  and  financial 
troubles  of  Asian  immigrants.  PROJECT 
UnBlue  offers  translation  services,  a  cul¬ 
turally  sensitive  staff  and  low  cost  help  to 
correct  those  problems. 

The  two-year  project's  immediate 
goals  are  to  screen  for,  treat  and  prevent 
depression,  and  to  educate  about  it.  But 
the  project's  goals  don't  end  there.  It  will 
also  be  used  as  research  to  find  out  how 
the  Asian  immigrant  population  is  best 


treated  and  screened  for  depression.  The 
center's  staff  is  also 
developing  Chinese  videos  to  educate 
about  depression  and  a  Chinese  version  of 
the  depression  screening  test,  HANDS 
(The  Harvard  Department  of  Psychiatry/ 
National  Depression  Screening  Day 
Scale.)  The  project's  workers  will  also 
publish  a  bimonthly  newsletter  in  Chinese 
about  depression. 

"We  want  to  know  if  these 
(depression  treating)  modalities  work  (for 
the  Asian  immigrant  population),"  said 
Lo.  "We  want  to  research  this." 

Lo  said  that  most  people  who 
see  him  have  immediate  and  concrete 
problems  that  are  causing  their  depres¬ 
sion. 

He  says,  that  traditional  treat¬ 
ments,  such  as  talk  therapy  or  asking 


about  patients  about  their  childhood  don't 
work  well  for  these  patients.  He  said 
"most  don't  want  to  talk  about  their  child¬ 
hood,  they're  worried  about  paying  rent. 
They  come  to  me  and  say  'I  can't  pay  my 
rent'  or  'I  got  this  letter  from  court  and  I 
don't  know  what  it  means.'  They're  wor¬ 
ried  about  feeding  their  family.  They  have 
more  immediate  needs." 

Because  the  project  serves  immi¬ 
grants,  the  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center  has  sliding  fee  care  for  low 
income  earners,  and  the  depression 
screenings  are  free.  (The  next  one  is  Jan. 
15,  at  275  Hancock  St.  in  Quincy.) 

So  far,  Lo  said,  the  project  has 
been  successful.  "Things  have  been  going 
well.  We're  right  on  schedule."

CLINIC’S  MOVE  DOESN’T  MEAN  MOVE  AWAY  FROM  MISSION

he  recent  move  of  the  Sharewood 
Clinic,  a  free  health  care  clinic  espe¬ 
cially  focused  on  serving  poor 
Chinese  immigrants,  doesn't  mean  a  move 
away  from  serving  patients  of  Chinatown, 
said  the  clinic's  medical  director  Dr.  Brian 
Lisse. 

"We're  unhappy  about  moving 
from  Chinatown  (to  Malden),  but  it's  only 
five  T  stops  away  (on  the  Orange  MBTA 
subway  line).  We  regret  that  we  had  to 
move,  and  we  don't  want  them  (our 
patients  and  residents  of  Chinatown)  to 
think  we're  abandoning  them,"  said  Lisse, 
who  helped  found  the  clinic  in  1996. 

The  Sharewood  Clinic  last  week¬ 
end  packed  up  and  moved  out  of  the 
Church  of  All  Nations,  because  the  church 

is  having  financial  problems,  and  into  the 

United  Methodists  Church,  7  Washington 


St.,  Malden. 

The  clinic's  mission  and  offerings 
will  remain  the  same,  despite  the  move. 
The  clinic  started  to  serve  people  who 
can't  afford  basic  medical  care  and  to  help 
first  and  second  year  medical  students  get 
hands  on  experience.  The  clinic  will  still 
operate  every  Tuesday  night  from  6-10 
p.m.,  as  it  did  at  its  previous  location,  and 
it  will  still  be  staffed  with  one  to  three 
medical  doctors  and  a  group  of  medical 
students,  some  who  speak  Chinese.  The 
clinic's  offerings  will  still  include 
Hepatitis  B  screenings  and  vaccinations, 
HIV  testing  and  counseling,  dental  screen¬ 
ing,  and  nutrition  clinics. 

But  Lisse  wants  patients  to 
remember  that  the  clinic  is  "an  access 
point  to  the  health  care  system,"  and  that 
it  doesn't  have  the  resources  to  be  a  pri¬ 
mary  care  center.  He  said  that  for  patients 

to  rely  solely  on  the  clinic  as  a  source  of 


health  care  would  do  them  a  disservice. 
Some  patients  will  need  to  seek  help  at 
other  locations,  some  which  might  be  free 
or  low-cost,  some  which  might  not  be. 

But,  Lisse  also  wants  people  to  know  they 
can  make  repeat  visits  if  they  need  to:  "I 
want  them  to  feel  welcome  to  come." 

And  Lisse  adds  that  patients 
shouldn't  be  discouraged  to  come  because 
of  the  move.  He  remembers  that  first  six 
months  of  the  clinic's  opening  were  the 
most  difficult,  and  he  hopes  that  this 
move  won't  be  like  starting  all  over  again. 

"It  took  a  while  to  get  started. . . 
We  only  saw  one  or  two  patients  a  week. 
Then  it  started  picking  up.  I  hope  that 
doesn't  happen  (after  our  new  move)." 

And  despite  the  move,  Lisse  has 
hopes  for  the  clinic  to  grow  and  to 
become  a  model  for  other  such  clinics. 

"This  is  a  seed  place...  I  think  it 
would  be  neat  if  each  medical  school  was 


involved  in  this.  (Then,)  it  could  be  open 
three  nights  a  week." 

Lisse,  who  works  from  50  to  80 
hours  a  week  at  his  job  as  an  emergency 
room  doctor  and  who  has  a  wife  and  kids, 
still  puts  his  time  and  energy  in  the  clinic, 
and  said  he  thinks  it's  worth  the  effort. 

"When  you  feel  strongly  about 
something,  you  do  it....  I  went  into  med¬ 
ical  school  to  help  poor  people." 

How  can  you  help? 

The  clinic  needs  volunteers  who 
are  skilled  in  the  following:  interpreting 
and  translating  Chinese  to  English  and 
English  to  Chinese;  social  policy  (licensed 
social  workers)  and  nutrition  and  culture 
to  teach  clinic  members  about  Chinese  cul¬ 
ture.  They  also  need  licensed  doctors.

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Blood  Pressure

igh  blood  pressure,  also  called  hypertension,  occurs 
when  the  body's  smaller  blood  vessels  (known  as 
the  arterioles)  narrow.  This  narrowing  causes  the 
blood  to  exert  excessive  pressure  against  the  vessel  walls, 
forcing  the  heart  to  work  harder.  Although  the  body  can 
tolerate  increased  blood  pressure  for  months  or  years, 
eventually  overworking  can  enlarge  and  damage  the 
heart,  injuring  blood  vessels  in  the  kidneys,  the  brain, 
and  the  eyes. 

Blood  pressure  is  measured  in  two  numbers, 
one  that  represents  the  systolic  pressure  and  the  other 
that  represents  the  diastolic  pressure. 

The  systolic  pressure  measures  the 
force  that  blood  exerts  on  the  artery 
walls  as  the  heart  contracts  to  pump 
out  the  blood.  The  diastolic  pressure  is 
the  measurement  of  force  that  the  heart 
uses  when  it's  relaxed  and  is  allowing 
blood  to  flow  into  the  heart. 

Blood  pressure  is  categorized 
as  optimal,  normal,  high  normal,  and 
hypertensive.  Optimal  blood  pressure 
is  less  than  120  over  80  mm  Hg  (the 
first  number  represents  the  systolic,  the 
other,  the  diastolic).  Normal  pressure  is 
between  120  over  80  and  130  over  85. 

High  normal  is  between  130  to  139  over 
85  to  89.  Clinical  hypertension  is  any¬ 
thing  higher  than  140  over  90,  and 
those  with  it  need  to  change  their 
lifestyle. 

High  blood  pressure  killed 
over  41,600  Americans  in  1996  and  may 
have  contributed  to  more  202,000 
deaths.  From  1986  to  1996,  the  number 
of  deaths  from  high  blood  pressure 
increased  by  34%.  Compared  with 
healthy  people,  hypertensive  people  can  have  as  high  as 
ten  times  the  risk  of  stroke  and  five  times  the  risk  of  a 
heart  attack. 

Several  habits  can  lead  to  hypertension. 

Genetics,  age,  and  sex  can  make  it  someone  more  likely 
to  get  it  than  not.  Here's  what  you  can  to  do  cut  down 
your  risks  of  getting  hypertension: 

1.  Lose  your  excess  body  fat  (1/3  of  hyperten¬ 
sive  patients  are  overweight) 


2.  Consume  less  sodium 

3.  Drink  less  alcohol  (around  10%  of  hyperten¬ 
sion  cases  are  caused  by  alcohol  abuse) 

4.  Start  exercising 

5.  Stop  smoking 

6.  Lower  your  stress 


8.  Stop  drinking  so  much  coffee  or  other  caffien- 
ated  drinks  (five  or  more  cups  per  day  may 
increase  the  risk  of  stroke  in  people  with  hyper¬ 
tension) 

The  DASH  Diet 

Following  a  diet  known  as  the  Dietary 


Approaches  to  Stop  Hypertension  (DASH)  diet  should 
help  lower  your  blood  pressure.  Designed  to  help  people 
who  have  already  been  diagnosed  with  hypertension,  the 
DASH  diet  is  a  healthy  diet  for  just  about  anyone.  It  gen¬ 
erally  advises  to  cut  down  on  fat  intake  (especially  satu¬ 
rated  fat),  meat  intake  (especially  red  meat  which  tends 
to  be  higher  in  saturated  fat),  as  well  as  increasing  intake 
of  lean  dairy  and  whole  grains.  In  this  diet,  salt  is 
reduced  to  less  than  2,400  mg  per  day-which,  depending 
on  one's  usual  diet,  can  mean  cutting  down  one's  salt 
intake  by  half.  Potassium,  magnesium,  and  calcium  are 
increased. 

Here  are  some  tips  on  beginning  the  DASH 
diet: 

1  Add  fruits  and  vegetables  to  any 
meal.  Eat  them  as  a  snack,  too.  Avoid 
canned  vegetables  that  have  added  salt 
as  an  ingredient. 

2.  Increase  dairy  intake  to  3  servings  per 
day.  If  you  are  lactose  intolerant,  con¬ 
sider  taking  lactase  enzyme  pills. 
Calcium  pills  are  another  alternative 

3.  Choose  whole  grain  foods  to  increase 
fiber  and  B  vitamin  intake 

4.  Check  food  labels.  Compare  fat,  calo¬ 
rie,  sodium,  and  cholesterol  contents  of 
packaged  foods. 

5.  Limit  the  use  of  salt  and  soy  sauce 
when  cooking  or  eating  (one  tablespoon 
of  soy  sauce  has  900  grams  of  sodium 
(more  than  1/3  of  the  recommended 
amount)  and  one  teaspoon  of  salt  has 
about  2300  grams!) 

Remember,  diet  is  just  one  way  to  prevent  or 
control  hypertension,  and  hypertension  is  just  one  risk 
factor  for  developing  cardiovascular  disease.  People  with 
hypertension  or  any  other  risk  factor  should  see  their 
physicians  regularly.  Also,  keep  in  mind  that  changing 
your  diet  won't  be  easy,  but  it  could  save  your  life. 


7.  Get  more  potassium,  magnesium,  and  calci¬
